“The Coffee County, Alabama 
jail at Elba is not constructed 
in manner prescribed by law 
and so strongly and securely 
built as to prevent the escape 
of prisoners confined therein 
and properly ventilated, which 
conditions have been allowed 
to continue unlawfully. . . " 
They are instructed to appear 
in District Court on December 
21, 1979, 

Judge Gary McAliley said 
Wednesday morning he would 
expect lawyers for the defen- 
dants to ask for continuance 
since the indictments had been 
just handed down, He said if 
such happened and was 
granted by his court, the next 
date would probably be 
January 18, 1°80 

Presently all seven have 


Signed appearance bonds of 
$500 each. Normally two 
Signatures are required on 
such bonds, but an order late 
Tuesday by McAliley ordered 
the sheriff to release each one 
on his own signature. No 
member of the Commission 
was actually arrested; each was 
served the paper and signed 
the bond. Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell was not at home 
when it was first served on him 
but he made arrangements to 
sign his early Wednesday 
morning. 

The charge is ? misde- 
meanor and it is apparently 
unclear just what the punish- 
ment would be. McAliley was 
asked this Wednesday and 
noted he had researched the 
matter but very little. 
However, he did note that the 
section the group was charged 
under didn’t spell out the 
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exact penalty and therefore it 
could possibly come under one 
of two other sections. One 
would set a maximum fine of 
$500 and six months in jail; the 
other would set a maximum 
fine of $50. McAliley explained 
that a possible part of the trial 
would be opposing sides 
arguing for one or the other, 
with the prosecutor pushing for 
the stiffer penalty and the 
defendants pushing for the 
lesser penalty. 

This newspaper has 
received two opinions on the 
legality of the defendants 
being represented by lawyers 
paid by county funds. One 
opinion is that thty can't, but 
another opinion is that they 
can if they so choose.Presently 
Attorney Warren Rowe, whose 
firm serves as the county's 
legal advisors, has filed the 
only papers filed in the case. 
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McAliley responded to 
another question by this 
newspaper by explaining that if 
the defendants are found 
guilty, it will be for a one-time 
fine and not for each additional 
day the same matter continues. 


He said any additional punish- 
ment would not come until 
after a grand jury reconvened 
and further indicted them for 
actions after December Il, 
1979. He said there was no law 
that would allow him to fine 
the defendants $50 (or $500) 
for each additional day they 
continued to violate the law.; 


He also explained that 
individual commissioners could 
hire their own private lawyer if 
desired even if the majority 
voted to use . county paid 
lawyers.

1979-80 Alabama Duck Season Ils Underway 


Alabama duck hunters, 
primed for the season which 
opened in most Alabama areas 
on December 1, are expecting 
a good season this year. 

The bag limits for water- 
fowl this season will be as 
follows: COOT: 15 a day, 30 in 
possession; GOOSE: S a day 
but not to include more than 2 
Canada geese or two white- 
fronted geese or one of each 
and a possession of four 
Canada geese and white- 
fronted geese in aggregate of 
which not more than two may 
be white-fronted geese: DUCK: 
point system. 

Daily bag limits using the 
duck point system is reached 
when point value of the last 
bird taken added to the sum 
of the point values of other 
birds already taken during that 
day reaches or exceeds 100 
points. The possession limit is 
the maximum number of birds 
or species and sex which could 
have legally been taken in two 
days.
